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2,000 incidents but many more unreported 

Domestic violence 
‘enormous issue’ 
in county borough 


THERE were 
almost 2,000 inci¬ 
dents of domestic 
abuse reported to 
police within 

Bridgend county 
borough in the past 
year. 

A report on the issue, 
made to the community 
and environment scrutiny 
committee, heard that 
domestic abuse was an 
“enormous” issue in 
Bridgend - as elsewhere 
in the country. 

There were 1,831 inci¬ 
dents recorded by police 
between 2008 and 2009, 
and 516 of these were 
repeat victims. 

Some of the incidents 
were referred to 
MARAC - the Multi 
Agency Risk Assessment 
Conference - and there is 
also a domestic abuse co¬ 
ordinator in Bridgend 
employed by the council 


and funded by the Welsh 
Assembly Government. 

The co-ordinator 
works three days a week 
and is based at the 
Community Safety 
Partnership. 

Councillors heard that 
victims of abuse can get 
support from two main 
sources - from the 
Independent Domestic 
Violence Advocate, 
which helps male and 
female victims, and 
Bridgend Women’s Aid. 

Councillors heard that 
Women’s Aid offers a 
refuge, second stage 
accommodation, out¬ 
reach and programmes to 
help the children 
involved. 

The Wallich also has 
14 units for women flee¬ 
ing domestic violence. 

A special Domestic 
Violence Court has been 
set up in Bridgend and 
runs every Friday. 


The Bridgend 

Domestic Abuse Forum 
was re-activated last 
August and brings 
together partners from 
the voluntary and state 
sectors. 

Nationally, domestic 
abuse accounts for 
between 16 per cent and 
25 per cent of all record¬ 
ed violent crime, but less 
then 24 per cent of it is 
reported to police. 

On average, two 


women a week are killed 
by a male or former part¬ 
ner. 

More than 750,000 
children witness domes¬ 
tic abuse and are at 
increased risk of behav¬ 
ioural problems, emo¬ 
tional trauma and mental 
health difficulties in 
adult life. 

In up to 90 per cent of 
incidents, children are 
either in the same room 
or an adjoining one.

Funeral of 
Pencoed soldier 


THE funeral of Lance 
Corporal Dane Elson, 
of 1st Battalion Welsh 
Guards, will take 
place tomorrow 
(Friday, July 24) 
12.30pm, in Salem 
Chapel, Coychurch 
Road, Pencoed, with 
full military honours. 

LCpl Elson was killed 
in Afghanistan on July 5 
by a contact explosion 
from an improvised 
explosive device. 

He died while on 
patrol in Babaji as part 
of Operation Panchai 
Palang in Helmand 
province, Afghanistan, 
and was part of a Fire 
Support Group from the 
1st Battalion Welsh 
Guards, attached to The 
Light Dragoons Battle

Lieutenant Colonel 
Gus Lair, Commanding 
Officer, The Light 
Dragoons Battle Group, 
said: “LCpl Elson was 
part of a small band of 
Welsh Guards attached 
to the Battle Group. 

“Despite being small 
in number, they have 
made a huge impact 
with their professional¬ 
ism, drive and determi¬ 
nation to take the fight 
to the enemy. 

“Lance Corporal 
Elson was one of the 
best of these men.” 

Burial will take place 
immediately after the 
service at Pencoed 
Cemetery, Felindre 
Road, Pencoed, at 
1.30pm. 


POLICE CHIEF IS 
‘SHOCKED’ AT LATE 
NIGHT VIOLENCE 
IN TOWN CENTRE 


A SENIOR police 
officer has told 
Bridgend Town 
Council that he was 
shocked at the level 
of violent behaviour 
he encountered in 
the town centre. 

Acting Supt Simon 
Belcher said he chaired 
the Late Night Economy 
Group, which had 
focused on the town cen¬ 
tre in Bridgend during 
the past year. 

“We have had a lot of 
success,” he reported. 
“We have seen a 30 per 
cent reduction in serious 
violent crime over the 
past year. I have worked 
in places like the 
Gumos, but I was sur¬ 
prised at what I found in 
Bridgend on a Lriday 
and Saturday night. 

“It was a real eye- 
opener to see what’s 
happening at 3 am. 

“Police are often hav¬ 
ing to deal with fights at 
5am because of the late 
opening in Bridgend, 
whereas in other places, 
officers can relax after 
2am and go back to the 
station. In Bridgend, we 
can have 10 or 15 people 
fighting at 5am. 

“We have had attacks 
on people who are clean¬ 
ing the streets in the 
early hours. 

“It’s horrific.” 

Supt Belcher said that

they had targeted this 
problem and there had 
been a reduction in inci¬ 
dents, but there was no 
room for complacency. 

“We have had some 
serious assaults in recent 
months, so we have to 
keep an eye on this type 
of problem.” 

He praised the work 
done by the Street 
Pastors and at the Triage 
Centre in the town cen¬ 
tre at weekends. 

Supt Belcher said that 
most of the troublemak¬ 
ers were in their 20s and 
the trouble usually took 
place from midnight 
until 5am. 

He was asked about 
the Public Places 
Drinking Orders, which 
give police powers to 
confiscate alcohol on the 
streets. An order has 
already been made for 
Bridgend: 

“We must make sure 
we have these in the 
right areas, and we are 
starting a consultation in 
Pencoed to see if one is 
needed there. 

“We must have hard 
evidence that there are 
problems of people 
drinking on the streets, 
and of anti-social behav¬ 
iour,” he said. 

Serious problems in 
Wildmill were also 
raised at the meeting. 


Coun Roger Marsh 
said that there had been 
two nasty assaults in 
Wildmill in the past few 
days: “The police 
response was immediate 
and people were arrest¬ 
ed, but we have a prob¬ 
lem at weekends. 

“If I ring up in the 
early hours, I am told 
that there’s not much 
chance of an officer 
coming out because of 
problems in Bridgend 
town centre or other 
areas. 

“I receive an average 
of 20 to 30 calls from 
the public on a weekend 
about public order - 
loud music, drinking, 
parties etc. There are 
people who cannot sleep 
because of the noise, but 
if we call the police, we 
are told that nobody is 
available.” 

Coun Marsh claimed 
drug problems were 
rampant on the estate. 

“The quality of life on 
the estate is deteriorat¬ 
ing. There was a time 
when the drug problem 
had vanished off the 
streets, but it is now 
back, with people deal¬ 
ing on the main roads in 
front of others. 

“We are also seeing 
people staggering around 
drunk, or on drugs. It is 
really bad.” 


Coun Marsh said that 
the problems had been 
repeatedly raised at 
PACT meetings with 
police. 

“Elderly people are 
afraid to go out after 
7pm and youngsters are 
walking around drinking 
out of flagons or cans. 

“There are 13-year- 
old girls out of their 
heads on drink or 
drugs.” 

Supt Belcher said he 
knew that police 
resources were stretched 
on weekends because he 
often worked those shifts 
himself. He said he 
would raise these issues 
with the beat manager 
for the area. 

“We will make sure 
we get a presence in 
Wildmill on Lridays and 
Saturdays - if necessary, 
I will authorise some 
extra money to pay for 
overtime.” 

He added that an offi¬ 
cer would address the 
Over-50s club to find 
out what people’s con¬ 
cerns were. 

Supt Belcher said that 
police had concentrated 
in recent times on tack¬ 
ling burglaries - “But it 
is not burglaries or car 
crime that’s a priority 
with the public, but anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

“We will now be pay¬ 
ing attention to these 
quality of life issues.” 
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EXCITEMENT IN THE AIR AS THE 
LONDON OLYMPICS TAKE SHAPE 


T hose of you 
who read 
these articles 
on a regular basis 
may remember 
how, three years 
ago, I described 
seeing the Bird’s 
Nest stadium and 
the egg box swim¬ 
ming pool being 
built ready for the 
2008 Beijing 
Olympic Games. 

I had never been a 
great fan of the 
Olympics, but the excite¬ 
ment generated by 
London’s success in win¬ 
ning the bid to host the 
2012 games and the 
opportunity to visit the 
emerging sports village 
filled me with enthusi¬ 
asm. 

I felt that same surge 
of excitement and thrill 
when I toured the site for 
the London 2012 games 
this week. 

Jillian Purvis, from 
the office of Huw 
Irranca Davies MP, 
brought Amy Tidball and 
David Guest from 
Maesteg and Bridgend 
up to London to tour the 
site with me. Both Amy 
and David are medal 
winning members of 
Bridgend athletics with a 
great future in sport 
ahead of them. 

We met outside 
Stratford tube station, 


along with MPs and 
young sports stars from 
across the UK and 
boarded coaches for our 
tour of the huge building 
site. 

Our guide during the 
tour was the person 
responsible for the plan¬ 
ning and development of 
the site. Sebastian Coe is 
responsible for the 
organisation of the 
games themselves. 

Statistics show how 
huge the task facing the 
team of building and 
construction workers 
really is. With a lorry 
entering the site every 
minute carrying building 
materials and equipment, 
a specialist vehicle man¬ 
agement system is need¬ 
ed to ensure that there 
are no traffic jams 
through local communi¬ 
ties. No lorry enters the 
site before its load is 
ready to be used. 

Work to decontami¬ 
nate the site and clear 
old workshops that cov¬ 
ered it has been complet¬ 
ed. The filthy canal and 
river flowing through the 
site is slowly being 
cleaned and made into a 
wildlife haven. 

The 52 pylons which 
stretched across the site 
have been dismantled 
and their cables buried 
deep below ground. The 
pylons cables take up 
only 5 per cent of the 
space in the vast con¬

crete tubes needed to 
cope with the heat they 
generate. 

The stadium and 
swimming pool are the 
architectural highlights 
of Olympic villages and 
London is no exception. 
The bid promised that 
the village would regen¬ 
erate this impoverished 
area of London and pro¬ 
vide facilities which 
could be reused or dis¬ 
mantled. 

The main stadium has 
the capacity to have lay¬ 
ers removed after the 
games, reducing it from 
80,000 to a manageable 
25,000-seat stadium for 
future use. When built, 
the stadium is to be 
wrapped in cloth which, 
depending on the budget 
remaining, will be plain 
and simple, bright and 
colourful, or have the 
capacity to show tele¬ 
vised pictures of events 
to those unable to obtain 
tickets to enter it. 

The roof of the swim¬ 
ming pool, which is said 
to be the size of 
Heathrow’s Terminal 5, 
is dramatic and imagina¬ 
tive. Once completed, it 
will be lifted into the air 
and the 18,000-seater 
pool, will be built below 
it. 

Tickets for events will 
go on sale in 2011 with a 
ballot for the most 
sought after events. 
Entering the park, just to 
wander and enjoy the 
atmosphere will be as 
low as £5 and the cheap¬ 
est ticket for events is 
£25. 

For those unable to 
travel to London, there 
will be 30 large televi¬ 
sion screens erected 
around the UK so that 
the games can be 
enjoyed by everyone. 


Nineteen of the screens 
are already in place, 
including one in Cardiff. 

Viewing the Olympic 
village site from the top 
floor of a block of flats 
overlooking the site, 
gave the four of us an 
awareness of the massive 
task of managing the 
building of stadiums, 
roads, a school, hospital, 
accommodation blocks, 
shopping complex, 
restaurants and all of the 
customer service facili¬ 
ties. 

At present, 5,000 are 
working on the site, ris¬ 
ing to 10,000 next year. 
The site is currently on 
time and on budget, 
which is quite an 
achievement. 

When the games com¬ 
mence, 300,000 visitors 
are expected to attend 
each day. The majority 
will arrive by train and 
bus as there will be lim¬ 
ited parking at the vil¬ 
lage. Nineteen park and 
ride sites located around 
London will cater for

BCBC GRANTS FOR LOCAL 
COMMUNITY PROJECTS 


CAPITAL schemes 
costing more than 
£600,000 to improve 
buildings or provide 
new facilities 
throughout 
Bridgend county 
borough will be 
given some grant 
funding from the 
borough council. 

BCBC has approved 
grants of £133,467 
towards these schemes, 
which are all being 
implemented by the 
town and community 
councils in the area. 
They all have to match 
fund the amounts grant¬ 
ed by the borough. 

The borough council 
has set up a special capi¬ 
tal fund which town and 
community councils can 
tap into. This fund has 
£150,000 this year and 
next, but after that, the 
amount reduces to 
£75,000. 

The largest grant will 
go to Maesteg Town 
Council which is to get 
£40,000 towards the 
provision of new public 
toilets within the town 


centre. The total cost of 
this project is £400,000. 

Porthcawl Town 
Council is to get 
£25,000 - half the cost 
of installing a new 
skateboard park in the 
town. 

A grant of £25,000 is 
also being approved so 
that Newcastle Higher 
Community Council can 
carry out a £50,000 
regeneration of 
Aberkenfig Square. 

Laleston Community 
Council is to get 
£18,000 towards the 
provision of a youth 
shelter and teenage play 
equipment on Bryntirion 
playing fields. This 
scheme is set to cost 
£48,380 in total. 

Refurbishment of 
Bryncethin Pavilion is 
also being planned by St 
Bride’s Minor 
Community Council, 
which is to spend 
£13,600 on the work in 
total and will get £6,502 
from BCBC. 

Bridgend Town 
Council is to receive 
£4,400, which is half the 
cost of the work to

Crime drops in 
Bridgend county 
- official report 


FIGURES released 
by the Home Office 
last week showed 
that car crime fell 
by 13.4 per cent in 
Bridgend county in 
the past year and 
detection rates for 
autocrime rose by 
64.3 per cent in the 
same period. 

Robberies had been 
reduced by 10.8 per 
cent, down to 33 
offences during the year. 
While there was a 4 per 
cent increase in dwelling 
burglaries, commercial 
burglaries fell by 2 per 
cent, with a 38.6 per 
cent increase in detec¬ 
tions. Overall, during the 
year there were 88 fewer 
victims of crime across 
the county.

LITCHARD Junior 
School teacher 
Geraint Howell got 
‘green-fingered’ 
recently - thanks to 
funding from the 
General Teaching 
Council for Wales 
(GTCW) continu¬ 
ing professional 
development fund¬ 
ing programme. 

The year-3 teacher 
was keen to pass on his 
love of nature and the 
outdoors to pupils, so 
Geraint applied for 
funding to finance a 
course at St Fagans 
National History 
Museum, looking into 
education for sustain¬ 
able development and, 
in particular, woodland 
activities. 

“The course was very 
helpful and I was able 
to build up lots of con¬ 
tacts, equipment and 
resources relating to 
woodland,” explained 
Geraint. 

“For example, I was 
put in touch with the 
Wildlife Trust and was 
able to make use of 
their free trees initiative. 
Recently, I was sent free 


tree saplings, which we 
have planted at the 
school. Pupils are now 
looking forward to 
watching them grow.” 

During the course, 
Geraint explored how 
woodland can improve 
the school environment 
and came away with 
increased knowledge, 
which has been put to 
good use. 

The school previous¬ 
ly ran a ‘seeds and 
weeds’ club for year-6 
pupils, but thanks to his 
attendance on the 
course, the school now 


has a nature reserve. 

Recently, the club 
planted a variety of veg¬ 
etables and pupils will 
watch them develop in 
the coming months 
before eating them! 

Geraint said: “The 
seeds and weeds club is 
held every Thursday 
and, even when the 
weather is not particu¬ 
larly good and we can¬ 
not go outside, we use 
the computer to research 
nature topics. 

“One of our recent 
activities was to design 
seed packets. 


“The club has had 
lots of exciting activi¬ 
ties, including making 
bird boxes which have 
been put in both the 
Infants and Junior 
schools so everyone can 
enjoy the wildlife. 

“The club was 
involved in trying to 
attract birds to our 
nature reserve. 

“Pupils downloaded 
bird sounds onto mobile 
phones from the internet 
and we used these to see 
if we could entice them 
into our reserve.”

REFER to your article 
on Heol-y-Cyw 
Primary School 
(Bridgend GEM, July 19), 
and would like to address 
some of the points raised. 

First, I would like to point out 
that I have not, in any of my 
public comments, suggested that 
the head or governing body were 
happy to see the school close, or 
that they are not 100 per cent 
committed to the school and its 
pupils. 

However, I have to say I find 
it curious that Coun Davies and 
the headteacher, Ms Lynne 
Bowen-Jones, are so opposed to 
what is, at the moment, merely a 
collection of signatures which 
seeks to gauge public opinion. 

Their reaction is akin to what 
I would expect if we were 
mounting a campaign to close 
the school, not SAVE it! 

If or when a campaign 
becomes necessary, this reposito¬ 


ry of signatures could be a pow¬ 
erful tool. Surely, the education 
department will find it difficult 
to ignore hundreds of voices 
from parents and community? 

It is also inaccurate to suggest 
that the campaign did not inform 
the school’s management of the 
proposed petition. 

I wrote to the head on July 11 
to express my support for the 
school and indicated that I look 
forward to working with her to 
save the school from closure. 

I also informed Coun Davies, 
Coychurch Higher Community 
Council, Janice Gregory AM and 
Huw Irranca-Davies MR 

I have also been careful to 
explain to residents that no final 
decision has yet been made. 

I realise that there would have 
to be a statutory consultation 
period in advance of any pro¬ 
posed closure and have been 
communicating this message to 
residents. This doesn’t smack of 
scaremongering to me.

Children top the list 
of Bridgend borough 
council priorities... 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council has listed 
its top priorities for 
the next three years 
after carrying out a 
risk assessment. 

The top priority is 
seen as the need to carry 
out all aspects of school 
modernisation to provide 


suitable, well-maintained 
and well-resourced 
schools. 

The second ranking 
has been given to the 
need for early interven¬ 
tion and prevention 
within children’s servic¬ 
es - which is that part of 
Social Services responsi¬ 
ble for ensuring that 
children are not abused 
or neglected. 


The need for action 
has been highlighted 
across the whole range 
of children’s services. 

Bridgend children’s 
services have only 
recently emerged from 
special measures 
imposed by the Welsh 
Assembly after failings 
were found. 

Two further second- 
ranked priorities have 


‘STING’ OPERATIONS 
SEE CLAMPDOWN ON 
UNDER-AGE SALES 


OUT of more than 
80 ‘sting’ opera¬ 
tions conducted by 
Bridgend Council’s 
trading standards 
and licensing 
departments, only 
seven resulted in 
sales of underage 
goods being made. 

A report to 
Bridgend’s cabinet 
revealed that the coun¬ 
cil carried out regular 
visits to premises sell¬ 
ing goods like alcohol, 
tobacco and fireworks 
which are all age- 
restricted. 

Five test purchasing 
campaigns were run 
with the police into 
alcohol sales, mainly at 
off licences, when there 


were 37 attempts to 
purchase. This resulted 
in four sales to under¬ 
age persons. 

Two of the offenders 
have been prosecuted 
and two have had for¬ 
mal cautions. 

Three surveys into 
the sales of tobacco 
products took place 
with 33 attempted pur¬ 
chases by underage 
people. Three resulted 
in sales. One caution 
has been issued while 
the others are still pend¬ 
ing further action. 

Council staff also 
carried out operations 
into the sales of fire¬ 
works and knives, but 
there were no sales 
made in either category.

THE England 
youth fly fishing 
team chose the 
rivers Ogmore and 
Ewenny last week¬ 
end, as the venue to 
practise leading up 
to this year’s world 
championships in 
the Czech Republic 
later this month. 

The team practised at 
the Ogmore Castle 
Fishery, which consists 
of fishing on both rivers 
Ogmore and Ewenny, 
and presents a varied 
challenge. According to 
team manager Dave 
Mee, it is a far more nat¬ 
ural and testing environ¬ 
ment to fish compared 
with many of the 
English rivers. 

The team consists of 
six under 19-year-olds. 
Youth team committee 
member Mark Thomas 
said: “This is a really 
worthwhile experience 


for the team, and some 
members have travelled 
from as far away as 
Newcastle to practise 
here. 

“We must thank the 
fishery proprietor Victor 
Bonutto for his support 
in allowing us to use the 
Ogmore Castle waters. 
We always get a great 
welcome in Wales.” 

The fishery itself is 
quite unusual, the owner 
being Her Majesty The 
Queen via The Duchy of 
Lancaster. The fishery 
consists of the Ogmore 
river at Merthyr Mawr 
and many miles of the 
river Ewenny bordering 
the Vale. 

Victor Bonutto said 
that it is unusual to have 
private tidal waters in 
Britain. However, the 
Duchy of Lancaster have 
traced the fishing rights 
back many centuries and 
in this case they extend 
down to Ogmore by Sea.

You might be thinking 
of buying one, but are 
bewildered by the range 
of choice and price. 

Perhaps you have 
been given one and are 
wondering what use it 
can be to you beyond a 
handy and expensive 
doorstop. There again, 
you might simply be sur¬ 
prised at all the fuss 
made about computers, 
and how many are 
around. 

They are, after all 
mostly dull metal boxes 
with wires hanging from 
them and linked to a 
keyboard and screen and 
gizmos variously called 
a mouse, scanner, print¬ 
er, fax, digital this and 
digital that. 

So what is it that 
attracts the members of 
Penarth Computer Club 
to these boxes? There 
are probably more rea¬ 
sons than there are mem¬ 
bers, but let’s look at 
some: We do not take 
ourselves too seriously 
and accept that one rea¬ 
son is to be able to grasp 
what the youngsters who 
have grown up with 
computers are talking 
about. 

Some people have 


grown used to using the 
box at work and want to 
find out a little of what 
happens inside it. Some 
find that the box can be 
useful because of what it 
can do - whether it 
makes it possible to type 
a letter and make endless 
corrections until it is just 
right, to add up columns 
of numbers, or do far 
more complex sums 
quickly and easily. 

True, there are those 
who are simply fascinat¬ 
ed by the technology. 

The club members gen¬ 
erally are more interest¬ 
ed in the usefulness of 
applications than the 
complexities of the 
clever bits inside the 
box. 

The main thrust of 
what we do emphasises 
how to get the computer 
to help with the tasks we 
want to do and how to 
apply its power to our 
purpose.

carpet. The computer has 
been around for about 60 
years and started life as 
a calculating device. 

It still does the calcu¬ 
lations, of course, but in 
the last few years has 
picked up other little 
tricks like email, the 
internet communications 
that transmit voice, 
music and pictures. 

Computers in digital 
cameras are putting the 
old roll-film manufac¬ 
tures almost out of busi¬ 
ness. The computer is a 
camera, video camera, a 
telephone, a drawing 
instrument, a typewriter, 
a film player, a music 
player. It is a copier, a 
printer, a facsimile 
machine. 

Computers can help 
artists to create or com¬ 
pose. Anyone can 
improve their digital 
photographs. They are 
projectors for films and 
slide shows. 

They can help you to 
design your home, office 


or garden layout or 
research your family 
tree. 

The reasons for inter¬ 
est are many; the com¬ 
mon thread is a wish to 
improve our ability to 
produce what we want 
with a tool that is so ver¬ 
satile. 

The club helps people 
new to computers to be 
comfortable with their 
machine. We try to help 
them to avoid problems 
and show them ways of 
doing things more easily. 

The members them¬ 
selves suggest topics for 
inclusion in our pro¬ 
gramme and some sim¬ 
ply show us what they 
do on their computer and 
how they do it.

Cafes licence fee 
scheme slammed 


REGIONAL AM ? s CALL... 

‘These food procedures 
need to be improved’ 


SOUTH WALES 
Conservative AM 
Alun Cairns is call¬ 
ing for the law to be 
changed to reduce 
the chance of cross¬ 
contamination of 
foods. 

Mr Cairns was speak¬ 
ing in a debate at the 
National Assembly into 
the E.coli outbreak 
which started in the 
premises of Bridgend 
butcher William Tudor. 

Five-year-old Mason 
Jones died during the 
2005 outbreak and 150 
other victims - many of 
them children ate con¬ 
taminated meat served in 
school dinners. 

Mr Cairns stated that 


the public inquiry 
revealed that the con¬ 
tamination was caused 
by cooked meat and 
uncooked meat being 
processed by the same 
vacuum packing 
machine. 

Environmental health 
inspectors had no power 
to order that two sepa¬ 
rate machines be used, 
and the inquiry heard 
that it was impossible to 
clean the equipment to 
totally reduce the risk. 

He said: “The Welsh 
Assembly Government 
is recommending that 
there should be a review 
of food safety proce¬ 
dures in Wales in five 
years’ time. 

“The question we 
should be asking is, 


what will have changed 
in five years? We should 
act before another 
tragedy occurs. 

“The last outbreak 
could have been prevent¬ 
ed through the use of 
two separate meat pack¬ 
ing machines,” he men¬ 
tioned. 

Mr Cairns said that 
there was a need to 
change the law to give 
more powers to order 
food premises to have 
separate equipment and 
he understood that this 
was being looked into. 

He added: “I feel that 
we owe it to Mason and 
his parents to ensure that 
no family in Wales ever 
has to go through what 
they have.” 


REGIONAL 
Assembly Member 
Alun Cairns is urging 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council to 
scrap any fees associ¬ 
ated with its new 
licensing scheme for 
pavement cafes. 

The council is to run a 
pilot project in Bridgend 
town centre, under 
which all traders who 
place goods, tables and 
chairs, or signs on the 
pavements outside their 
premises must have a 
licence. 

Although these will 
initially be free, the 
council has set out a 
scale of charges for the 
future which would 
involve a fee of £205 to 
apply and then £75 a 
year for the licence. 


Mr Cairns said that 
this was the last thing 
that businesses needed at 
this time. 

“We already live in 
one of the most highly 
regulated societies on 
earth. The council has 
done everything in its 
power to encourage 
traders to create a conti¬ 
nental-style atmosphere 
in town centres in the 
borough, and now that 
they have responded 
positively, it is planning 
to clobber them.” 

He added: “If they are 
insistent on bringing in 
licences, and I am not 
convinced that they are 
necessary or desirable, at 
the very least they 
should be free or have 
just a minimal £10 
charge to cover the cost 
of the paper used to print 
them!”

Anti-social youths targeted 
by the Porthcawl police 


PORTHCAWL 
police are stepping 
up beach patrols 
along the water¬ 
front, following 
anti-social incidents 
involving groups of 
youths fuelled by 
alcohol. 

Neighbourhood 
Inspector Alan James 
said: 

“There have been a 
number of serious inci¬ 
dents involving young 
people drinking too 
much alcohol, with 
some even needing hos¬ 
pital treatment. 

“Police officers will 
be stepping up patrols 
of the waterfront areas 
- especially Rest Bay 
and on the Esplanade 
where most of the 


recent problems have 
arisen. We will be very 
vigilant in challenging 
youths and in confiscat¬ 
ing alcohol, as well as 
taking any other action 
deemed appropriate - 
such as issuing anti - 
social behaviour refer¬ 
rals and Orders to 
Leave. 

“We will also be vis¬ 
iting shops to remind 
them of their obliga¬ 
tions under the licens¬ 
ing laws with regard to 
under age sales,” he 
warned. 

“Officers will pro¬ 
vide a visible presence, 
acting as a deterrent to 
incidents of anti-social 
behaviour. 

“Where appropriate, 
they will also seize and 
dispose of alcohol. 


“In addition, we will 
establish where the 
alcohol was obtained 
from and liaise with the 
licensing officer to take 
suitable action against 
the retailer”. 

Inspector James 
added: 

“In the summer 
months, we often see an 
increase in incidents of 
anti-social behaviour. 

“Alcohol is a key 
factor, with people 
drinking excessively in 
parks and on the street. 

“This reduces the 
quality of life for local 
residents and is fre¬ 
quently a precursor of 
later, more serious inci¬ 
dents of crime and dis¬ 
order,” he pointed out.

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Potter’s sixth big screen outing 
an underwhelming experience 


H aving been 
in print 
since 1997 
and on cinema 
screens since 2001, 
it seems Harry 
Potter has been in 
the collective con¬ 
sciousness forever.

Six films in and the 
Harry Potter franchise 
shows no sign of letting 
up, continuing to rake in 
huge amounts of money 
while pretty much satis¬ 
fying the hardcore fol¬ 
lowers. 

They’ve also become 
progressively darker as 
the series has worn on, 
making them more sub¬ 


stantial than mere kid¬ 
die-fodder, and while 
The Half-Blood Prince 
continues this trend, ulti¬ 
mately it feels like one 
of the most underwhelm¬ 
ing of the series. 

With David Yates 
back in the director’s 
chair (and indeed 
remaining there, having 
agreed to close out the 
franchise with The 
Deathly Hallows ) the 
film certainly doesn’t 
hold back on its visuals. 

Yates makes the film 
highly stylised with a 
wondrous visual sense. 

The set designs are 
absolutely magnificent, 
and Yates makes the 
most of them, the gothic 
sensibility on show look¬ 
ing superb on screen. 

Yates does an equally 
fine job with the more 
epic scenes, the reintro¬ 
duced Quidditch contests 
having a sense of specta¬ 
cle about them, while 
the few set-pieces are 
delivered with a sure 
hand by the British 
director. 

The cast do their bit 
as well, the younger 
members certainly 
improving with age. 

There are a few 
moments where it feels 
like a poorly-performed 
school production, but 
by and large the per¬ 
formances are well 
measured and tuned. 

As Harry, Daniel 
Radcliffe is sometimes 
prone to acting stiffness, 


but here he is more than 
competent, perhaps ben¬ 
efiting from a script that 
doesn’t require too much 
from him. 

Similarly, both Emma 
Watson and Rupert Grint 
make great strides as 
performers, the former 
nailing the uptight 
know-it-all Hermione 
perfectly, but with a 
charm that never makes 
her unlikeable or unbear¬ 
able. 

Meanwhile Grint 
shows some good 
comedic skills as the 
clownish Ron, with all 
three sharing the realistic 
chemistry that comes 
from having spent nearly 
a decade in the roles 
together. 

The adult portion of 
the cast do just as well, 
Michael Gambon having 
a lot to do as 
Dumbledore and doing it 
well, while Alan 
Rickman continues to be 
the one of the finest ele¬ 
ments of the series with 
another wonderful turn 
as the suspicious and sly 
Snape. 

However, it’s the raft 
of background turns, 
from the likes of Jessie 
Cave as Lavender 
Brown, Evanna Lynch as 
Luna Lovegood and the 
many others, that give 
the film its depth of 
quality. When you can 
restrict Timothy Spall to 
around five seconds of 
screen time, just because 
you can, it says much 


for the cast’s abilities. 

Despite the best 
efforts of cast and direc¬ 
tor, it’s the old problem 
of adapting from page to 
screen that causes The 
Half-Blood Prince the 
biggest problems. 

The script itself does 
a decent job of trans¬ 
planting some (very 
moderate) teenage angst 
on the screen, while the 
characters’ libidos are 
seemingly exercised as 
much as, if not more 
than, their magic spells, 
as the first pangs of love 
find their way into the 
Potter universe. 

Yet the end product 
can’t help but feel a 
touch undercooked and 
desperate to cram in as 
much as they can into 
the film’s two-and-a-half 
hours, without creating a 
cohesive story. 

Screenwriter Steve 
Kloves is more than 
comfortable with this 
universe, this being his 
fifth Potter outing, yet it 
also feels like his weak¬ 
est. 

Plot points come and 
go, characters are 
brushed under the carpet 
or neglected (Draco 
Malfoy in particular suf¬ 
fering from having a 
superb subplot that is 
poorly executed) and the 
film dissipates into a 
mood of anti-climax. 

The fact that the 
reveal of the titular 
prince, followed by his 
shocking action, is exe¬ 



cuted so ham-fistedly 
sums up the real prob¬ 
lem with the film. 

Unless you are com¬ 
pletely au-fait with the 
world of Potter, The 
Half-Blood Prince is a 
film that seems merely 
to function as the set-up 
to the final films. As a 
film on its own, while 
entertaining, it doesn’t 
quite cut the mustard. 

VERDICT - Not the 
worst, but certainly not 
the best of the franchise, 
Harry Potter and The 
Half-Blood Prince is a 
pleasing, yet under¬ 
whelming experience. 

Both the cast and 
director, David Yates, do 
their best, but with a 
screenplay that muddles 
and lacks cohesion, they 
can’t quite overcome its 
shortfalls. ENJOYABLE.

The pace has been hectic. While London was cut off 
by snow: I spent four days in class rooms at the 
Defence Academy at Shrivenham examining joint 
strategic training for officers in the Army, Navy, Marines 
and RAF. Time at RAF Cranwell focused on officer and 
aircrew recruitment, selection and flying training. 

At Halton, Cosford, Shawbury and Valley RAF sta¬ 
tions there was a chance to observe the specialist 
training for a wide variety of skills and responsibilities 
for new recruits. The RAF was the subject of a recent 
TV programme showing their role in Afghanistan and 


during the visit to 
RAF Honington we 
saw their tough fit¬ 
ness and training 
regime. There was a 
chance to see Fast 
Jets in action at Con- 
ingsby while air 
transport on the 
impressive Hercules 
aircraft was demon¬ 
strated at Lyneham. 

These visits have 
been especially help¬ 
ful for the Defence 
committee inquires 
into deployment and 
equipment.

BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
has ruled out a 
request to review 
the pedestrianisa¬ 
tion of Bridgend 
town centre. 

Coun David Unwin 
put in a written question 
to the cabinet, asking 
them to look again at the 
night-time ban on traf¬ 
fic, with a view to let¬ 
ting traffic into the town 
centre from 6pm-11pm. 

He asked for the situ¬ 
ation to be reviewed 
because the shopmobili- 
ty scheme does not 
operate at night and cafe 
and restaurant owners in 
the town centre are com¬ 
plaining that elderly and 
disabled customers, who 
are unable to walk far, 
cannot patronise their 
businesses. 

However, deputy 
council leader Coun 
David Sage, said that 
the council’s decision to 


POLICE officers in 
the new Bridgend- 
Vale division are 
being issued with 
blackberries - and 
we don’t mean the 
fruit!

Until then, traf¬ 
fic could enter at any 
time and go along 
Dunraven Place, up 
Market Street and exit 
via Quarella Road. 

“That enabled people 
to be dropped off by taxi 
near the shops, restau¬ 
rants, banks and other 
premises they wish to 
visit. 

“However, that 
avenue was finally 
blocked off in about 
2005. 

“I feel that enough 
time has elapsed for a 
review to take place. 

“Things change, the 
world moves on. It’s no 
good saying that almost 
a decade ago a public 
inquiry was held. 

“We need to have a 
proper review of how 
the scheme of pedestri¬ 
anisation has worked. 

“It’s always possible 
to improve things.” 

Coun Unwin will 
liaise with the Chamber 
of Trade to see what 
further action they wish 
to take.

T . S. Eliot got 
it so wrong 
when he 

wrote that “April is 
the cruellest 
month , \ 

Every year, for the 
last 10 years, July has 
definitely sported the 
sadness sobriquet in our 
house. As an inveterate 
‘shoppie’ (seriously hor¬ 
monal, over-emotional 
parent), I have battled 
every summer, since my 
now 13-year-old daugh¬ 
ter started nursery, with 
the crippling process of 
saying goodbye to 
another year of both 
girls’ lives. 

Morbidly poetic, I 
have delivered ditties of 
deserved thanks (but 
also of desperate woe) 
to bemused teachers - 
and stuck pieces of my 
daughters’ dresses and 
school shirts into scrap 
books that only I seem 
to bother with, and 
which are testament to 
the perhaps misplaced 
importance I bestow on 
material reminders of 
my girls’ passing years. 

How right was W.H. 
Auden, a contemporary 
of Eliot’s, when he said 
“childhood moves like a 
sigh”. How painfully 
short for us parents, this 
period is. 

This past week, the 
pain has been even more 
intense than usual. 

After eight years in the 
same primary school, 
Dortie No.2, our “baby”, 
has just left and it has 
re-activated all the feel¬ 
ings of loss I experi¬ 
enced two years ago, 
when my first-born cut 
the same ties. 

Then, despite con¬ 
fronting its imminence, I 
still found myself per¬ 
manently choked during 
the last week of term, 
and adopted my usual 
approach of organising 
all sorts of valedictory 
events, which I thought 
would ease the process. 

As well as attending 
the end-of-year show 
(and undoubtedly win¬ 
ning the MBA award for 


‘Most Blubbering 
Adult’), I arranged a 
get-together for the 
small group of mums 
and children who had 
stuck together since the 
nursery years - and gave 
a photograph to each, of 
the children on their 
very first school day. 

I wept. They wept. We 
all wept.

I think, feel marginally 
better afterwards.

THE Bridgend 
Schools Football 
Association held its 
annual awards 
evening recently at 
Pyle Life Centre. 

Corneli Primary 
School collected the 
league trophy for the 
second successive year, 
finishing 11 points clear 
of newcomers to the 
league St John’s of 
Porthcawl. 

Finishing third were 
Nottage Primary School, 
who also reached the 
final of the BSFA 
Challenge Cup. 

Corneli Primary 
remained unbeaten for 
the whole season,

EVERY once in a 
while, a sporting 
event happens that 
even non-sports 
fans get caught up 
in. 

The agonising way in 
which Tom Watson just 
failed to win the Open 
Championship really set 
people talking. 

Would it have been 
the greatest sporting 
achievement ever? After 
all, in other sports, the 
idea of a 59-year-old 
coming so close is 
unthinkable. 

Take your choice, 
whether it be tennis, 
rugby, football, athletics 
or boxing (heaven for¬ 
bid!) The very idea of 
an old man finding suc¬ 
cess is inconceivable. 

But there it was 
unfolding live day by 
day on the beautiful 
links at Turnberry. And 
for those of us who 
grew up watching Tom 
Watson, it really was 
like the old days. 

There were some 
wrinkles on the face, 
but the same smooth 
golf swing was there. 
The same perfect bal¬ 
ance. The same full 
shoulder turn. The same 
half smile as he watched 
another shot split the 
fairway. 

It was the same play¬ 
er who beat Jack 
Nicklaus on the same 
course in 1977. 

And never forget, that 
player who was so great 
in the 1970s and 1980s 
really was something 
special. He would have

won many more than 
eight majors if his put¬ 
ting had stayed good. 

He was always the one 
who was playing best 
tee to green. Always the 
one who made the game 
look so easy. 

When it came to the 
final hole in a major - 
the greatest test of nerve 
there is - he would be 
the one who would 
arrow his approach shot 
right at the pin. Two 
iron, four iron, seven 
iron - it made no differ¬ 
ence. 

You could watch 
Watson and convince 
yourself that the game 
was simple after all. 
Then you would grab 
your clubs, head for the 
course, and discover 
that it was only that 
easy for him. 

Despite being so 
good he was courteous, 
modest, played quickly 
and, to put it simply, he 
was a gentleman. 

At Turnberry, even 
his fans expected him to 
fade away, but he 
refused to do so. Over 
the final holes of a 72- 
hole marathon, he 
played as well as any¬ 
one - and there lies the 
cruellest twist of fate. 

He stood in the mid¬ 
dle of the 18th hole, 
having driven into posi¬ 
tion A. One more shot 
to play. Just one more 
shot. The man who 
always hit the perfect 
shot on the final hole of 
a major. Remember his 
approach in 1977,

arrowed to just two feet. 

If now, at the age of 
59, he had finally failed, 
it would have been 
tough, but not cruel. 
However, he didn’t fail 
at all. On that ‘final’ 
iron shot, he once again 
played a perfect shot, 
once again flying 
straight and true at the 
pin. 

The ball, however, 
took a brisk bounce for¬ 
ward, ran and ran, and 
trickled into a tricky lie 
through the green. 

Then, at just the 
wrong moment, the put¬ 
ting weakness resur¬ 
faced, and a three putt 
put him into a play-off 
against Stewart Cink. 

And in that play-off, 
he suddenly looked 59 - 
or maybe a bit more. 
What he would have 
given to just shake 
hands after he found the 
thick rough on the 17th 

- the third play off hole 

- and walk in. 

However, the gentle¬ 
man played on to the 
bitter end, and even 
exchanged a few rueful 
words with spectators. 

Then, he stood with 
that same half smile 
during the presentation 
speeches. Has there ever 
been a more downbeat 


presentation ceremony? 

Speaking personally, 
at around 4pm the ten¬ 
sion became unbearable. 
Lee Westwood was 
leading and playing 
superbly. There were 
others in contention but 
Watson still seemed the 
most likely challenger. 

I had £5 at 25/1 on 
Westwood, but I would 
happily have said good¬ 
bye to it if Watson 
could win. It was, as 
they say, a no lose situa¬ 
tion. 

Until Stewart Cink 
arrived. He was, to 
quote Bill Elliot of The 
Guardian “The bad 
prawn that ruined 
Watson’s last big barbe¬ 
cue”. 

They say that, with 
time, no one remembers 
who came second. In 
time, people will look 
back, see the name 
Stewart Cink on the list 
of Open winners, and 
that will be all that mat¬ 
ters. 

Maybe that’s true. 
When people read that 
Paul Lawrie won in 
Carnoustie in 1999, do 
they still remember Jean 
van de Velde’s 18th- 
hole disaster? 

Actually, I do remem¬ 
ber it. And I think I will 
remember Turnberry 
2009 even longer.
